Soviet Union Emerges as Big Loser

(AP) — The Soviet Union 
emerges as the obvious loser 
in the failure of the U.N. 
General Assembly to find a 
formula for dealing with the 
explosive situation left in the 
wake of the Arab-Israeli war. 


There 
were other losers, 


including the Arabs and the 
United Nations itself. But as 
the initiator of the move or 
the emergency session, the 
Kremlin 
came 
out 
empty- 


handed. 


If the session was intended 


as 
a 
propaganda 
project 


to divert attention from the 
Soviet >etback in the Middle 


East, as some have said, it 
proved to be a boomerang. 


To measure the extent of the 


Soviet setback, it is necessary 
to recall that the emergency 
assembly was convened be- 
cause the Russians said the 
Security Council was unable 
to cope with the situation. 


The 
implication 
vvas that 


the Soviet Union expected to 
get the assembly to do what 
the council refused to do; con- 
demn 
Israel 
and 
call for 


unconditional 
withdrawal 
of 


Israeli troops from Arab ter- 
ritory. 


The United States opposed 


the move, contending that the 
council had not exhausted all 


possibilities for action. The 
Russians looked even worse 
because they brought Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin and the 
heads of a number of allied 
governments to New York to 
lend prestige to the session. 


The assembly not only re- 


fused to condemn Israel; it 
refused to adopt any proposal 
calling for the withdrawal of 
Israeli forces. 


If the Arabs felt the Rus- 


sians had let them down by 
failing to send them military 
aid 
during 
the 
war 
with 


Israel, they must have felt 
similar frustration when Mos- 
cow proved unable to muster 
any action in the assembly.

cessfully by the assembly in 
the past. 


Thus the Middle East was

Tshombe Defense Eyed

KINSHASA, the Congo (AP) 


— Two unidentified planes land- 
ed a group of foreign comman- 
dos today at the airport of 
Kisangani in the northeast Con- 
go, President Joseph D. Mobutu 
said. 


The Congo radio had claimed 


Tuesday night that 200 Belgian 
mercenaries were ready to fly 
to the Congo and free Moise 
Tshombe if the ex-premier were 
extradited from Algiers, where 
he is being held. 


Kisangani, formerly S t a n- 


leyville, is about 775 miles 
northeast of Kinshasa. It is a 
former rebel stronghold. 


Attack by Settlers 


In a radio address to the na- 


tion, Mobutu said foreign set- 
tlers had attacked Bukavu, near 
the Rwanda border 320 miles 
Southeast of Kisangani.

eastern Congo is tense, the Con- 
go radio said. 


Mobutu made no attempt to 


ling the reported landings with 
Tshombe, but the official Al- 
gerian news agency implied 
that they were part of a plot to 
overthrow Mobutu and reinstate 
Tshombe, who faces death if he 
is handed over to the Congo by 
Algeria. 


Tshombe was on a plane 


flying from Spanish territory 
last week that was hijacked and 
landed at Algiers. He has been 
held there while Algeria decides 
whether to grant extradition. 


Tshombe 
was 
sentenced 


March 13 in absentia to death 
for treason by a military court 
in Kinshasa. He has been in ex- 
ile since he was dismissed as 
premier in October, 1965, and 
has been living in exile in Eu- 
rope. 


Mobutu said the commandos

their option, to permit the 
sale of beer to minors of 18 
and over. A key objective of 
the Knowles safety program 
is the elimination of such 
"beer islands," which often 
attract young people in auto- 
mobiles over long distances, 
by setting a 21 age rule for 
the whole state through force 
of state law. 


The Senate approved 
the 


idea, in phases over a three- 
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year 
period, 
which would 


mean that no minor who now 
has the legal right to drink 
beer would lose it. But the 
Assembly has balked, and has 
offered the Senate a 19-year

And Now Movie Censorship 


The efforts to protect the citizenry from 


the dangers of moral subversion still are 
with us and the latest is a bill introduced 
by Assemblymen McEssy and McCormick 
to set up a board to decide what movies are 
fit for Wisconsin residents. 


There are so many things wrong with 


this bill that it is difficult to emphasize the 
most nonsensical. The proposed law would 
create a motion picture review board which 
would have applications for permission 
before any movie could be publicly shown 
in the state except, oddly enough, for 
educational or television use. Movies would 
be rated as acceptable for the general 
public, for adults only or unacceptable. If 
the latter were applied, anyone showing the 
movie must be charged by the Attorney 
General with an obscene performance. 


The members of the board would be 


paid $10 for each movie they saw plus 
expenses and two free passes to any theater 
in the state. 
Obviously 
this 
would be 


harassment of those connected with the 
motion picture industry. The only saving 
grace is that movies condemned as unac- 
ceptable, charged with being obscene and 
in almost every case then declared not so 
by the courts, would have a ticket line six 
blocks long. 


Of course there is concern over the 


alleged moral decline in the nation. There 
may be such a decline although it should 
not be confused with more frankness 
regarding sex and its deviations, the 


dangers of alcoholism and drug addiction 
or even the recognition that thorp are sone 
pretty vicious people in this world who 
enjoy causing (error and hurt. But if there 
arc movies and literature about any moral 
decline, they are a reflection, not a cause. 
Destroying every book, every movie, every 
television screen would not improve man's 
treatment of others or his understanding of 
himself and his weaknesses. 


There are probably all kinds of movies 


that have no social value It is worth noting 
that a couple of months ago some clergy- 
men in Green Bay gave the opinion that the 
inane beach-bikini-blanket 
kind and the 


James Bond variety were probably more 
damaging to young people than the more 
controversial European films with a good 
supply of nudity and a frank discussion of 
changes in the sexual mores of the times. 
Probably the old musical comedies which 
generally proved only that happiness was a 
handsome husband and a big car were just 
as detrimental as far as contributing to a 
responsible set of values was concerned. 
But none of these films could conceivably 
be called "obscene." 


We share the concern of a lot of people 


that rising crime rates, particularly of 
brutal crimes like 
rape, assault 
and 


murder, are a sign that something is 
seriously wrong. But we do not think that 
establishment of a motion picture review 
board or one to pass on books and 
magazines would have much to do with 
changing things.

Russia Has Problems, Too 


Americans understandably are annoyed 


when countries which almost seem to 
survive only because of American aid have 
a 
lot 
of citizens 
who 
officially 
and 


unofficially 
are critical of the United 


States. It is especially annoying when 
violence occurs, American embassies and 
information libraries are stoned and Amer- 
ican leaders burned in effigy. 


But the United States is not alone with 


this, problem. The Soviet Union has it, too. 
and it is likely that was one of the things on 
the agenda when Premier Kosygin dropped 
in on Fidel Castro on his way home from 
the United Stales. 


Russia is sending the equivalent of about 


$9 million a week to Cuba. Some of it is 
direct aid, the rest equipment and some- 
what higher payments for sugar than the 
world market pays although 
nothing as 


high as the United States formerly paid for 
Cuban sugar. Cuba's economy has not 
shown any notable progress. Parl of the 
cduse certainly is inefficient management, 
so prevalent in Communist countries. 


But Cuban leaders ha\c been highh

critical of Russian activities 
world. Castro has not exactly 
entirely on the side of Red China in that 
intra-party dispute since he must rely on 
Russian largess and China has little to send 
him. But he has repeatedly blasted at the 
Soviet Union and has kept up his efforts to 
foment rebellion in Latin American coun- 
tries, many with thriving trade agreements 
with the Soviet Union. In fact, Russian 
trade mission members were in Venezuela 
at the very time two Cuban guerrilla 
officers were captured in that country. 


Reportedly the Russians are sending 


more inspectors and managers to Cuba to 
try to find ways of more efficiently using 
the help Russia gives Cuba. And it well may 
be that the Soviet leaders don't really mind 
Castro's efforts to infiltrate other nations 
as long as he doesn't commit them 
In 


anything. Much as the Soviet Union might 
wish, it cannot completely disown Cuba 
-since it has the only Communist govern- 
ment in the Western Hemisphere.
